* Lighter Reading 

Comic strips were never more 
popular — they’re selling them in 
bulk — in books, in fact. The suc- 
cess of I Go I’ogo was monumen- 
tal. But there is another such book 
out now for those of us who are 
royalists, called King Aroo. The 
author is Jack Kent. It is similar 
to Pogo in that it satirizes people 
— but King Aroo’s domain of My- 
opia is quite unlike he Okeefeno- 
kee Swamp, where the main occu- 
pation of the inhabitants is fish- 
ing and the telling of tail-tales. 
King Aroo’s world is one of fan- 
tasy — it holds a logic of its own. 
The center of this world is rotund, 
naive King Aroo. His court, cabi- 
net, and retinue consists of one 
man (also rotund, but not quite so 
much so as King Aroo), called 
Yupyop. This name might lead you 
to believe that Yupyop is a “yes” 
man, but it is not so. It is Yupyop 
who orders the king around, tell- 
ing him when to go to bed, and 
doling out his allowance. 

Kent and a half-dozen other car- 
toonists have made place for the 
fantastic imagination in the comic 
strip. Significantly do they erect 
a world that stands in opposition 
to the unimaginative one. All in 
all, the world of King Aroo is a 
compact universe that adheres 
strictly to a logic of its own. Here 
is the reader’s chance to exercise 
Coleridge’s “willing suspension of 
disbelief.”
